Fort Worth, Tex., March 14.—Fire, 
which started among the commission 
! men’s horse and mule barn on the 
.south side of Exchange avenue, North 
Fort 'Worth, at 6 o’clock this morn­ 
ing, swept ten acres of buildings, 
pens and sheds as bare as the bald 
prairie and left the ground covered 
only with smoldering ashes and the 
half roasted carcasses of a thousand 
or more valuable horses, prize win­ 
ning hogs and high-grade sheep and 
goats. 
•No such disastrous fire in connec­ 
tion with the live stock industry has 
ever bv-en recorded in the Southwest. 
The financial loss is placed a t above 
j $359,000, roughly estimated. The loss 
to the owners of the standard-bred 
stallions and the mares, mules, hogs 
and sheep is almost irreparable. 
Total number of head of horses, 
mules, sheep and hogs destroyed by 
the fire is given in round numbers 
at 1,500—the majority beking hogs and 
sheep. Live horses in the barn® num­ 
bered about 2,500, live sheep 300 and 
live hogs, 2,000. Most of these escap­ 
ed. One person claims to have count­ 
ed 1,400 carcasses of dead animals 
in the ashes. 
It is believed th at the flames were 
started by a lighted cigarette or cig­ 
ar carelessly tossed in a pile of hay. 
The burned district is on the oppo­ 
site side of the street from the Live 
Stock Exchange Building and the Fat 
Stock Show Coliseum. It adjoins the 
Swift packery cattle shutes 
on 
the 
east and extends to Marine Creek 
on the west. From the streets the 
smoldering ruins extend back sever­ 
al hundred yards, formerly occupied 
by huge barns, stock pens and th+* 
sheds which covered them. The pens 
and sheds were built of pine and 
other 
similar inflammable m aterial 
which was well seasoned and dry. 
This ignited quicking and burned like 
kindling wood, causing the 
fire 
to 
spread with great rapidity. Hundreds 
of the animals were suffocated by the 
smoke and afterward burned. Their
